exchange for the civilities shown te the latter
by Evngland during his western tour. What
revolutions, what revenges has not time
brought about in the relations of cross and
orescent | The heir to the orown of Cwar-de-
Lion plays a friendly boat, not with maoe or
ax, but with knifs and fork, as boon com-
rades and fellow-tremchermen, with the, sto-
cesaor of Saladin., It was a token of changed
times and mannerg when the “‘siok man of the
Bosphorus'' arose, took wup his bed, and
watged weslward; when, against custom and
statute, and amid the doubtiul head-shakings
of conservative Mahometans, the Sultan elec-
trified the faithful and made an epoch in
Tuorkish history by gathering unp his house-
hold and starting to visit the Christinn dogs
of London, Paris, and Vienna. It ig hardly
less & wonder when Albert Hdward makes a
new orusade to the infldels, and is received
with open arms.

Bteam, telegraph, and the printing-press
have at once revolutionized and saved the Ot-
toman Empire. It was the toss of a penny,
but the other day, whether the sick man
should die and be dissected, or nndergo that
injection of new blood whioch, with nations as
with men, may maske even those in the valley
and shadow of death live again. HKver sinoe
the allied intervention drove off the Surgeon-
Czar who had prophesied the siok man’s death,
and who meant to make his word good, Tarkey
has become a new nation. Owpe might almost
say the shock it took from its danger of death
had re-toned its system. What we kuow, at
all events, is that, with the example of travel
and free interconrse which the Sultan s«t, and
with the new nineteenth oentury jdeas which
now permeats Mohammedanism, Turkey has
aligned hersell with the Western Powers in
:ll:f maroh of progress, and is capable of any-

ng.

"’I‘ho time has come,’ aald the Saltan, in
that remarkable speech with which be opened
his last year’s Coununeil, ‘“‘when Turkish man-
ners must yield to Europesn civilization.””
There was a noble omen in theee pregnant
words, themselves no doubt the frait of the
Sultan’s tonr. And that they were not idle

“is ehown by the spirit with which Tuarkey re-

oeived the Paris solution of the Greek ques-
tion. Before the Conference met, the Porte
aoceded to and urged its gathering; when it
met, the Porte pledged its word to bow to the
decision; and when that decision was made, it
was acoepted. .

Another omen for the O:toman Empire is
the peaceful issue of the Grieso-Crotan ques-
tion—a matter surcharged with danger., Phi-
lanthropically, some of us may have sympa-
thized with the Cretan insurgents, or depre-
oated the harsh measures whereby Omar
Pasha crushed ft; buat practically we must
admit that crnshed it i3. Sensational stories
of new risings cannot avail against ofliofal faots;
and, meanwhile, the mntual disarmament of
Greece and Turkey has been followed by the
significant appointment of a new and ac-
ceptable Ambagsador from Athens to Coon-
stantinople. Oatriding this storm, Tuarkey
may look with mora confidence to avoiding
other breakers shead.

We do not know, however, that we are
justified in diverging into these general re-
fleotions aprepos of the visit of the Prince of
Wales. ery likely he knows little and cares
less for the new prospects of Turkey; a man
of different stamp from Napoleon III (who
will not run from Paris to Havre withont a
deep political purpose), he may, for anght we
kuow, ‘ourney eastward for mere amusement.
Nevertheless, his visit will not, on that ac-
oount, provoke the less ocomment, or be
watohed and reported from day to day with
less interest; and if personal enjoyment be the
Prince’s end, donbiless he will be able at least
to teatify that the Buoltan’s dinners are dsli-
cious, and that, in Thaockeray’s words, ‘‘his
Port is Sublime,”

Mr. Johunson at lMnoxville,
Frow the N, Y. Tines,

Mr. Johnson has most emphatioally shown,
st Knoxville, that he is not dead—physically,
at least—but very much alive; as the phrase

oes, he is “‘alive and kicking.”” Buat he is
iocking against the pricks in his useless
tirades agaiust events whioh history has made
“fized faots.’’ Revolutions never go back-
ward—a philosophic principle which, as Mr,
Johnson ignored it during his administration,
will probably help toward making him com-
paratively ignored now.

Whatever influence the ex-President may
hereater exert on local Tennegses politios,
it is probable that his influsuoe on national
polities is on the wane. Fortified by bhis
obition as Chief Magistrate, and throwing

8 whole welghit coustantly upon that sre-
mevdons lever of offivial patronsge which
the President controls, Mr, Johnson maintained
throough four years a stubborn struggle
against overwhelwlog vuwerical odds. Bat
Mr. Jobnson im the Presidency is a very
different power from Mr. Jolhmson ont of
the Presidency; and, though he is fond of
comparing himsell to exiled Marcellas,
while his rival is “Ciwesar with the Benate at
his hieels,’” yot he himself must feel the o iffer-
ence in leverage power on public sentiment
between hLis present and Lis former state.
“‘Slave’” though he calls himself, o referring
to his past fonr years, it was a species of
bondage which he was perfeotly willing to
bave the Democratic Convention of Jaly re-
impoge npon him; and if he has escaped the
yoke of the car of state, he must also be aware
that Le no lopger draws that oar after him.

Nor Las Mr. Johnson anything new to say
to the people—any new view or idea upon
which hie may claim their attention. He is a
very frauk, sarnest, aud honest man; and,
accordingly, his-Preaidential polioy has been
repeatedly explained by him to the people in
an intelligible way—nobody oould possibly
mistake it—and, haviog understood it oom-
pletely, the people have repeatedly and em-
phatically condemued it. Mr. Jobnson now
says that he desiguns to devots the remainder
of his Jife “to the vindication of his oflofal
oareer,”” In other words, just a8 he vetoed
for the twentleth time Con, fional messures
on certaln grounds, and not’ fail to reite.
rate the reasons which had besen overruled
ninsteen times before, so now we are to hear

again those dootrines which the people have
refused to sanction.

But the political history of the past eight
years shows nothing more conclusively t
that the men and the parties who ote

Aboutl Pardons,

Priomy the Pltisburg Commersfal

The indisorlminste nee; not to any abnge of
the pardoning power, has, been the aubjuct of
wuch ecomplaint and eritivlsiu among the
prople of Penneylvania for many years, and
while every citizen will readily admit that
nineteen twentieths of ths pardons granted
operate directly sgainst the peace, safety,
and well-being of sooiely, still the evil {a not
only perpetusted, buot inoreasing every
year. It is & common thing to throw the
regponsibility entirely upon the Goveruor,
but this da & grave mistake. It is troe,
the Exeontive holds this power alone, bnt
when we oconsider the manner in which par.
dons are obtained, It will be found that the
people are responsible, in a large measnre,
for the harm done to eociety in this way.
A corrnpt Exeoullve may, of his own voll-
tion, or throngh mercenary motives, grant
pardong in unolimited numbors; but, under
ordinary cironmstances, nine-tenths of the
conviots turned looge npon soclely are relessed
through the inflaence and representations of
parties olaiming to be familiar with thair ohar-
acter and standing, and who certify that they
are proper gubjects for exeontive clemenoy.
Our political organizations, ramifying throngh
every ward, township, and county, aud the
facility with which party men of influnence and
charaoter can be induoed to sign petitions for
ardons, are mainly relied upon 8a the means
‘or accomplishing the end songht. When
an attorney fails to prove the innoocsnce
of his client, and the sentence of the law has
been pronounced, he at once sets in
motion all the machinery available to

secure & pardon. All the appliances,
sooial and politioal, are brought into
aotion. A wife; mother, or sigler is gent to

importune the Governor, letters from promi-
nent genilemen are obtained, and petitions
signed by carefully selected names are for-
warded. It is amazing how easily good men
can bs indnced to violate their clearsst com-
viotions of right and justice in the matter of
sigoing theae petitions. We have koown in-
stances where men who sat as jurors and
judges, in the trial aud conviction of eriminals
jusily deserving of punishment, and aufit to
mingle in society, have signed petitions for
their pardon even before they had been sent
to the pevitentisry. Those who undertake
the work of obtainiog a pardon do mot count
8o much npon the number of names as
upon the social and political influence repre-
sented by the signers. The masges are never
appealed te. Benatora, Representatives, clergy-
men, lawyers, politicians, editors, and all sup-

to have weight with the Governor are
approached by the pardon-gseker, and too
often give their signatures thoughtlassly,
recklessly, oriminally, No citizen who has
at heart the welfare of the sooiety in which
he lives, should sign a petition for pardon
unless he i8  convinced that the
gnbject hasbeen illegally convioted, or
that the penalty impcsed was not jastified
by the oiroumstances of the ocase and the
natare of the orime. If this course were pur-
gued, improper pardons wonld be rare indeed.
The Executive would hegitate long before ex-
tending clemency to a eonvict upon the mere
representation of his connsel or the appeals of
his family for eympathy. It {3 impossible, in
the multiplicity of official dutles, for the Gov-
ernor to examine into the facts of each oase
(and in most cases the fucls are carefully cou-
oealed), and he simply acta upon the repre-
gentations of others. If these reprasentations
are truthfol, no harm resnlts to society, and
the party restored to liberty is saved from a
grievous wrong. On the other hand, if the
representations are false, and a great criminal
is turned loose, the most serioua conse-
quences ensue—the law falls into contempt,
corime inoreases, jury trials becoms a farce,
and justice a mockery. For all this, then,
the community is mainly responsible. The
}mlock the prison door and set the culprit
ree.

That the pardoning power should be
abridged, or modifisd in some way, is the
opinion of many who have given this subject
their attention. In some BStates this has
already been done—as in Connecticut, where
the Legislature alone exercises the power; in
Naw Jersey, where all pardons are submitted
to a regular Board;, and in Maine, where they
are passed upon by an Execative Council. In
each of these States, the prerogative for-
merly belonged exclusively to the Gover-
nor, &8 in our own State now. These
changes might or might not prove bene-
fleial in Pennsylvania. The Legislatore
would hardly be & safe depository for the
power, ‘while & Board of Pardons might be
influenced quite as readily as an Executive.
These facts only make the evil more apparent,
and snggest the difficalty of devising an ade-
gquate remedy. In the meantime, lel every
oitizen ponder well the responaibility resting
upon lnm a8 an individoal, and as & member
of gociety, when called upon to sign a petition
for parden. Let him consider well the conse-
quences, and give hig signature only from
knowledge of the case. When ounr men of
iuflnence, position, and power cease to lend
their names for this purpoae, the responsi bility
will be thrown solely upon the Executive, and
pardons will be rarely granted.
